CAN'T SELL LIQUOR IN SAMOA. 


The government has decided against 


the sale of intoxicating liquor of any 
description in the Samoan posesions. 
Shortly after the tripartie agreement 
between England. Germany and the 
United States for the government ol 
the Samoan Islands was made and the 
assumption of control ot the American 
portion of the Islands by the navy, un- 
der which the government was placed, 
a lirer.se for the sale of liquor at Tu- 
tuila was granted. Subsequently upon 
the 
recommendation of the 
naval 


governor this license 
was revoked, 


not, 
however, vecause our vice consul 


at Apia, Mr. Blacklock, had erected 
a hotel at Tutila, in which the sale 
of liquor was can led on. When the 
ncinso was revoked he lodged a pro- 
u-ot with the na\y department, claim- 
ing that thi' prohibition i.l' the sale ot 
liquor would work financial injury to 
him, 
and representing that its sale 


would in no wise ronupt the morals 
of the natives, who. be represented, 
wero not addicted to the use of intox- 
icants. It was also represented to the 
department that the sale of 
intoxi- 


cants was permitted in the English 
and Gorman portions of the Islands. 


After duly considering tho matter

against Vice Consul Itlackiock, and

at over S cents a pound that we remem- 
ber. 
Then corn was so uijrh many 


would not buy it to feed to fattening 
stock, yet we thought we never found 
any better prolit in its use than then, 
unless it was in 18ii<>. when we paid $5 
per hundredweight for it and fattened 
two sows, so that it costs us less than 
3 cents a pound, besides the skimuiilk 
from one cow and a few unmerchant- 
able vegetables, for pork that weiyhed 
about 3UO pounds to the carcass. 


Xor do we expect to see sheep selling 


much lower than at present. 
\Vool is 


working up gradually in price, though 
manufacturers are trying to hold it 
down, but their trade has increased so 
that they have hud to buy more this 
year than last year or for several years 
past, and as wool goes up sheep grow- 
ers are less willing to Sell, and with the 
supply offered for sale growing less or 
consisting of sheep past their prime 
and yearling wethers, it is scarcely like- 
ly that there will be ranch surplus of 
prime mutton in the market, and lambs 
that nre not dropped when they can be 
fattened to obtain the highest prices 
will be added to the Hocks. 


We would advise those who think of 


becoming vegetarians that they can 
scarcely begin too soon for their own 
interests, for we think three or four 
years must pass before we see beef or 
mutton any lower priced than now. nnd 
poultry may prove the cheapest meat 
food, especially if grown at home and 
properly cared for.

Corn For 


We do not generally put a cover on 


top of silage. Wet straw put through | 
the cutter the last thing makes a good | 
cover, but it hardly pays for the both- , 
er, writes a correspondent of the 
Breeder's Gaxette. Let it go. and two j 
or three days after silo is tilled level 
aud tramp the top smooth. A little on 
top is bound to spoil, no matter what 
you do. That is the only waste in the 
whole crop. 


I prefer tbe type of white corn grown 


in the latitude of southern Ohio. 
The 


yellow dent corns make as good silage, 
but do not give as large a yield. The 
red cob silage corn does not produce 
enough grain. I count the fodder of 
secondary importance. We never think 
of husking out any corn unless It hi 
wanted for horse feed. All stock pre- 
fer ripe corn silage to the dry corn ex- 
cept horses, which soon tire of it.

Now, I have a 
cure for indigestion that I have used 
for a number of years and have tested 
it until I know that it curis. I give ten 
drops of pure carbolic acid in a half 
pint of warm water or milk. It will 
Ktop the pain in fifteen minutes in most 
cases, but in some bad cases a second 
close may be needed. I do not give over 
five drops for the second dose. I never 
had this remedy fail. The ewes will 
quiet down in a few minutes nnd will 
}IO to chewing their cud in less than 
half an hour. Then If the shepherd 
will change the feed lo something that 
the sheep can digest they will be nil 
right.

In reply the veter- 
inary editor says: Boil one teacupftil of 
llaxseed into a pulp anil while hot pour 
It on half n pail of bran and make a 
rnash. <!ivo n mash of this kind once a 
day with one of the following in it: 
Mix four ounces of sulphate of iron, 
four ounces nitrate of potassium and 
two ounces mix vomlca; divide Into 
twenty-four doses. 


Arsenic is ono of the best remedies to 


relieve heaves, but it will not euic the 
disease. Tins dose of Fowler's solution 
of arsenic for horses Is one ounce In a 
bran mash twice a day, and It can ho 
continued for one or more months at a 
time if needed.

This is nearly straight from the tail 
down, making the plane of the thighs 
nearly level.

No violent depreciation of woll tin- 


Ished cattle from corn belt feed lots, in 
the opinion of the Lne Stock World, 
is likely for some months to come. 
Texas has no grass fed cattle this 
year, Colorado's output is largely of 
feeders, and a backward spring in the 
northwest does not justify predictions 
that grass supplies from that region 
will reach market earlier than usual. 


It may be added in this connection 


that disparity between range ami feed 
lot cattle, as regards quality, is grow- 
ing more apparent yearly. Once upon 
a time, and not so very long ago at 
that, grassers came to market rolling 
fat and to compete actively with prlmo 
corn fed stuff.

A breeder who owns a large herd of 


cattle was recently urged to name a 
price on a sire whose produce show 
him to be very impressive and valua- 
ble, lie refused to do so, and probably 
ho was right, snys a live stock ex- 
change. He Is in the business to stay, 
and a sire of high merit can do much 
good in his great breeding herd. There 
are many small breeders who might 
prolit by Ins example, though usually 
they nre without great temptation to 
part with the heads of their herds. 
When n sire proves his worth as a 
breeder, stick to him. In spite of all 
our improvements of live stock really 
good sires nre not picked up every- 
where. When one is found, he should 
be used long and carefully.

"Kgypta" is distinctly a spcct.acitlar 


produetion. and the scenic effects art1 


among tho best over seen here. Tho 
opportunities affonied for effective dis- 
play are many, umi not one of them 
is .slighted. Tie.: electrical effects are 
very b e a u t i l i l l , and the representations 
of ancient Egyptian architecture and 


scenery are so natural that one is al- 
most convinced that the actual inci- 
dents of the great scriptural drama 
are being enacted before him. The 
costumes are elaborate and beautiful 
arid are entirely in keeping with the 
3-,er.es of the opera. 


The music is beautiful and at times 


I;: :!Mant. While there is little of mirth 
in "Egy;;ta." some of the 
music is 


bright and catchy, but it is more often 
::•'. i-tl and solemn, like the character 
of the Egyptians and the Israelites. 
Sc-rne of the solos are of a devotional 
mature, and the music accompanying 
these is exceptionally good. 


To mention all the interesting fea- 


tures would severely tax the memory. 
One of the best was the scarf dance 
or "Festa Orientale," which was a very 
attractive spectacle and won generous 
applause. 


The drill of the Royal Legion gave 


evidence of long and careful training 
The lads who took part in the drill 
went through their difficult evolutions 
with the skill and precision of old sol- 
diers. 


The children's chorus was-another 


feature of especial merit. There were 
so many of the little ones "that they 
almost completely filled the stage and 
they were very attractive 
in their 


white dresses. They sang well, too, 
and their fresh, sweet voices blended 
most harmoniously with the music of 
the orchestra. 


One of the bright scenes in the op- 


era is that near the home of Jethro. 
where Moses and Zipporah meet in the 
moonlight.

To M iss Frances Porter Wendell was 


entrusted one of the most important 
of the solos, the devotional song, "Ho- 
iy!

The principal parts in the 
opera 


were all assigned with the greatest 
care and the manner in which 
the 


characters were enacted, justifies the 
selections in every instance.
